the situation, and was said to have 
told the envoy "in the strongest 
possible terms" that indignities as 
reported by British authorities in 
China must cease. 


Earlier, Chamberlain, speaking in 


the house of commons, had describ- 
ed the treatment 
of Britons at 


Tientsin as "intolerable." 


His statement followed charges 


by the British consulate-general in 
Tientsin that eight Britons had been 
forced to submit to indignities, in- 
cluding stripping, at barricades to 
the blockaded foreign concessions.

sul Frederick W. Hinke made rep- 
resentations at the Japanese con- 
sulate today against inconveniences 
suffered by 
Americans at bar- 


ricades Japanese put up 10 days 
ago around the British and French 
concessions. 


Consulate attaches,

phasized that the step was not a 
formal protest, said that such rep- 
resentations had been made at least 
once dailv since the blockade start- 
ed. 


Japanese gendarmes disregarded 


official British complaints and con- 
tinued their thorough examinations 
of Britons attempting to pass bar- 
riers surrounding the concessions.

Few Britons attempted to pass the 


barricades, but those who did were 
seized upon at once for

searching by Japanese, who have 
advised all foreigners to be more 
polite and refrain from "assuming 
sn arrogant attitude with sentries. 


Causes of Friction 


The conduct of the gendarmes has 


been a point of friction in the

sulate general that eight British sub- 
jects had been forced to submit to 
indignities, including stripping and 
lengthy examination in full view 
of Chinese coolies.

Tax Revision 
Bill Is Spnt 
To President 


Madison— (^— The 
administra- 


tion's revenue bill was reduced 
from $27,500,000 to $26,000,000 today 
under a finance committee agree- 
ment to eliminate a substantial part 
of proposed new taxes and to use 
$7,500,000 of highway money to help I 
balance the state budget for the 
next two years. 


The committee, after pondering 


vigorous protests against suggested 
levies on "non-essentials," drew up 
a second draft -with the help of Gov- 
ernor -Hell's financial advisers and 
introduced it in the house today. It 
was made a special order of busi- 
ness for next Thursday. 


The second draft includes none of 


the proposed taxes on new auto- 
mobile sales, theater and amuse- 
ment admissions or tobacco prod- 
ucts other than cigarets. 
It also 


eliminates the plan to increase the 
beer tax from $1.00 to $1.50 a bar- 
rel, and to take in another 100.000 
income taxpayers by lowering in- 
dividual exemptions.

To be Done About Philippines 


BY RAYMOND CC.APPER 


' Washington—We have ducked and squirmed and looked the other way. 
but the hoUr of decision is drawing close. Are we going to stay in the far 
cast or are we going to pull out? Arc we going to hold the Philippines, or 
leave? Are we ready to see Japan take complete control in the western 
Pacific? 
That is the question which we cannot escape an- 


swering much longer. 
Just now the news wires bring in bulletins stating 


that Japan has captured the last important Chfnese 
seaport. Japan now'controls the whole Chinese coast. 
Britain has been reduced to the humiliating position 
of having to beg Japan not to strip British citizens 
and subject them to personal indignities at Tientsin. 
Japan appears to have decided that now is the time 
to throw the occidental out of the orient. 
The next step is the rich archipelago—including 


the Dutch East Indies, with their oil, rubber and tin, 
the chief source of quinine and other less well-known 
but important commodities, which are very neces- 
sary to us. We have had access to them through the 
protection of the British fleet. 


Raymond Clapper Obviously Great Britain—harrassed by threats of a 
new crisis in Europe—is in no position alone to interpose real resistance 
lo the Japanese march which is now gaining momentum. In this area of 
rich raw materials which Japan is heading for are the Philippines. That 
is one definite, tangible, visible chip which we have in the grim game in 
the far cast. 


We might as well face the situa- 


tion cold. These arc our alterna- 
tives: 


First, we can say that Japan is 


destined to dominate the orient and 
the adjacent raw-material supplies, 
as we dominate the western hemis- 
phere and as Hitler dominates the 
continent of Europe. That means, in 
time, that we will have to obtain 
rubber for our automobile indus- 
try and tin for industrial purposes 
at the pleasure of Japan. 
That 


means that we will be-able to sell 
goods in eastern Asia subject to 
Japanese conditions and against the 
preferential conditions which Japan 
will impose in favor of her own 
nationals. It means that the politi- 
cians in the Philippines will turn 
to Tokio to make the best terms of 
surrender they can. The Philippines 
are to us what Czechoslovakia was 
to Chamberlain.

If we are going to take that 


course, then we can forget at once 
about the far east and this present 
crisis there and begin putting our 
own economic affairs in shape for 
the drastic readjustment that would 
be certain to come. We would better 
begin developing the rubber indus-

better pull our navy back to the

sions that bring humiliation but no 
real relief. And in the end we will 
be squeezed out of the Philippines 
and the whole far east as complete- 
ly as if we threw the towel into the 
rinK now. 


The time when we can interpose 


to check this process is almost over. 
A little bit longer and Japan will 
have advanced beyond the point 
where she can be turned back. 


I do not mean lo be alarmist nor 


to indulge in jingo flag-waving. I 
am only trying, as an American 
citizen, xvith children growing up. 
to think through to some of the 
implications which this crisis in the 
far east holds for the future of this 
nation. We.are living in a danger- 
ous world and we might as well be 
getting the lay of the land now, be- 
fore the power of decision is taken: 
out of our hands.

BANK NIGHT AND BETTING IN 


WISCONSIN 


The Wisconsin supreme court has held 


that bank night is a lottery and there- 
fore prohibited under our gambling stat- 
utes. 


The people of New Jersey at a refer- 


endum have just voted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority to legalize the pari-mutuel 
system of horse race betting whereby 
the winners receive all the money bet 
upon a particular race excepting the tax 
to the state. It is a means of stopping 
the plundering in gambling and the peo- 
ple have voted for it because they have 
the gambling anyway and might as well 
make it somewhat fair. 


It was 40 years ago this month that 


James J. Jeffries and Robert Fitzsimmons 
battled for the heavyweight championship 
and the papers told how police were pres- 
ent to stop the fight in case any really 
heavy blows were struck, as though Ruby 
Bob every time he hit the mat was 
knocked down by a feather in the hands 
of a boilermaker. 


The three news items we think bear a 


direct relation to each other. The su- 
preme court decision only makes plain 
the extreme narrowness of our laws 
•which theatres thought they could evade 
by giving some free 
passes to 
each 


show. The vote in New Jersey shows 
how practical the people are and that 
they prefer to have their laws on the level 
While the story of the Jeffries-Fitzsim- 
mons fight reveals the officers with Janus 
faces, smiling with one side at the church 
crowd and winking with the other at 
the sportily inclined. But this funny and 
foolish situation was occasioned by the 
super-timidity of legislators in refusing to 
grapple fairly and reasonably with a 
problem of government 


Most state laws forty years ago pro- 


hibited "prize fighting" and left to their 
courts the duty of defining a prize fight 
Most of the courts decided that a prize 
fight was a fistic encounter whereby one 
man tried to put another hors de combat 
In order, therefore, to comply with the 
law and yet to make a shambles of it, tHe 
Jeffries-Fitzsimmons contest was not ad- 
vertised as a prize fight Heaven for- 
bid! It was billed as a "boxing contest," 
purely a matter of skill where the par- 
ticipants lightly danced 
around 
upon 


their feet and sought only to as lightly 
touch each other with their gloves hop- 
ing to win upon points and praying that 
no blood be spilled. But somehow big 
Jim Jeffries pounded Fitzsimmons into a 
pulp and at each blow that could be heard 
a block away the seconds would look at 
the police and say "It was noisy but it 
really didn't hurt" The officers were the 
most astonished men in the world to find 
that Fitzsimmons couldn't arise from a 
gentle little tap because of course Jeff- 
ries never tried to knock him out. That 
would have been unlawful.

It should be evident to our legislature

Mr. Courtney says that the Philip- 


pines do not really wish to be free of the 
United States but "had sought indepen- 
dence so long that a graceful about-face 
is difficult" 


He overlooks the fact that America 


cannot be wet nurse to a people who are 
so lacking in intellectual development as 
to be insensible to the fact that they oc- 
cupied nearly ihe prettiest place in the 
wide world.

As an AP correspondent at Boise, 


Idaho, we used to cover forest fires, 
sometimes by automobile but most- 
ly by telephone. Forest fires don't 
burn in convenient places, but in 
remote sections where only a ranch- 
er and his horse or a forest service 
outpost and a gold prospector are 
available to fight them. 


Task to Telephone 


Telephoning 200 miles into Cen- 


tral Idaho forest 
country, two- 


thirds of the way over single-wire 
forest service lines looped from tree 
to tree is an experience in endur- 
ance and refined hearing. 


We would put in a telephone 


call for an outlying forest lookout 
post and then wait 15 minutes with 
ear glued tp the receiver for the 
remote voice answering "hello." 
That was all we ever heard at first, 
as a dozen ranch telephone lines 
would cut in promptly. Some of 
the people along the line were 
right up in the fire area them- 
selves and could get official in- 
formation only on the press calls. 


Of course a dozen listeners cut- 


ting in on one of those hand-grind- 
ing telephone systems so weakened 
the circuit that we could not hear 
the forest operative. 1$ took half 
a day one summer to solve that. We 
finally agreed that if the ranchers 
would stay off the line while we 
got the news we would call back 
promptly and report all we learned. 
They were agreeable and that went 
on for weeks while a huge fire 
burned. 


It meant two telephone 
calls, 


one to get the news and one to re- 
lay it to the ranchers. This is the 
first time we ever explained why 
the telephone bills mounted up so. 
We doubt if it doubled the bills 
completely however. The telephone 
company seemed to understand the 
situation. 


We have seen men come out of 
the burning timber with skin blis- 
tered off their arms and cheeks, 
grab^ a ham sandwich and a mug 
of coffee which they could scarcely 
get down because of fried lips, 
and dash back into the woods 
without an hour of rest in 20.

Sometimes they seem 
to start by themselves almost so 
hard are they to explain. 


You needn't get panicky and 


avoid the forests. They are safer 
than the public highways. But 
when you leave camp, work over 
your camp fire until you can put 
your hand in the ashes.

One subject to hyperacidity, sour

Ten grains of calcium carbonate, 
(otherwise known as precipitated 
chalk or prepared chalk) is the 
average dose and this dose, taken 
as powder or in tablet form, will 
neutralize excessive acidity in the 
stomach for several hours, and may 
be repeated two or three times a 
day if desired. Unlike sodium bi- 
carbonate " (soda, saleratus) chalk 
does not disturb the acid-base bal- 
ance in the blood and tissues. 
Neither docs it produce much gas 
(carbon dioxide) on reacting with 
acid in the stomach, as docs sodium 
bicarbonate. Many sufferers find 
that an occasional dose of calcium 
carbonate gives grateful relief to 
distress from gas — at least they 
ascribe it to gas.

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Bankers Can't be 
Blamed for Slump 
In Interest Rates

Babflon Park. Maw. — Savings 


depositors arc soon to cct another 
kick in th-' pants. Tn certain states, 
Interest on these accounts is to be 
slashed again to as low as 1 per 
cent in many cases. In some banks, 
depositors, whose accounts are be- 
low a certain minimum, will re- 
ceive no interest. Cost of these re- 
ductions vo bank depositors may 
run into hundreds of millions of 
dollars. This ;s a *ar cry from 10 
years ago when banks begged peo- 
ple to deposit their money at •! 
per cent interest. 
» All of the 45.000.000 owners of 
bank accounts realise that the re- 
turn on their monev has been dras- 
tically cut. I doubt, however, if 
many recjgnizr the far-reaching 
social and eci-momi.: effects of thJs 
decline in interest rates. One of 
the biggest contributions to our 
present standard of living was the 
thrift of our fathers and grand- 
fathers. Up to 19250930 thrilt and 
initiative were ^en:ouraged, while 
indolence and carelessness were 
penalized. Today, the trend is in 
the opposite direction. 


Penalizing Thrift 


This trend, rather than the dol- 


lars and cents in interest lost to 
depositors, is the nally significant 
point about the drop in interest 
rates on ravings accounts. Let me 
explain the importance of this 
trend by following th° situation 
step-by-step. Why is it that banks 
must cut interest 'ates again and 
must stop paying interest on srp?Jl 
accounts? The answer is easy. The 
banks do not want any more de- 
posits or depositors 


Why do they not want more de- 


posits? Because tripy cannot invest 
money -with safely and get a suf- 
ficient return to pay 2 or 21 per 
cent on 'heir deposits. There are 
only a few ways 
fr_ which banks 


can invest their money — bonds, 
real estate, and commercial loans. 
Just glance at these outlets for 
banks' money and vou will see that 
they have no chn're but to cut 
their interest rates. 


Good $1,000 bonds, for instance, 


•carrying a coupon of 3} per cent, 
are selling lor $1,1PO. This means 
that banks have to pay a $100 pre- 
mium for the privilege of investing 
their money at 3J per cent. Banks 
have been discouraged from mak- 
ing real estate loans except through 
the FHA. Ever here interest rates 
are being cut to 41 and 4J per cent. 
If a bank can loan money to a good 
reputable business concern on a 
short-term basis at 7 per cent it .s 
lucky. As far ?<; government bonds 
arc concerned, banks are fortunate 
if they can get a 1 rtcr cent return. 


The next querfi^r is: Why are 


these interest rates so low? In the 
first place, the ba-jks have more 
cash on hand than they ever haa 
in 
their 
history. In the second 


place, with the exception of th-: 
government, no one wants to bor- 
row this money. However, there 


(are so many banks and other insti- 
'tutions crazy to gobble up every 
new government loan that the re- 
turns on poveTimept bonds are at 
an all-time historical low. Money 
rates on business loans arc ex- 
tremely easy because business men 
do not need to borrow money — 
they are not expanding nor are 
they starting r.ew businesses. 


Taxes Biff Handicap 


The next question is: Why are 


businessmen not starting new busi- 
nesses and expanding their present 
businesses? The biggest reason is 
our tax system. The tax handicap

is so obvious I cannot understand 
why congress and state and local 
authorities do not correct it. When 
business 
men borrow money to 


start new businesses and to pro- 
vide new jobs, no one helps them 
if they fail; but when they suc- 
ceed, the tax authorities take prac- 
tically all the profits away from 
them. 


These businessmen know t h a t 


they can now retire with enough to 
provide for themselves and family 
even though their income has been 
sharply reduced. So, why take 
chances on a "heads-you-win, tails- 
I-lose'f basis? Not until the capital 
gains tax is drastically reduced 
will we see businesses started and 
existing busineses expanding. In 
addition, therp a r e hundreds of 
other taxes which retard business. 
Some of these, however, are now 
being adjusted by congress. 


Furthermore, our labor laws in 


their present form are stifling jobs 
and holding back employers. The 
unemployment compensation tax of 
3 per cent, the wage and hour act 
with its over-time provisions, the 
one-sided Wagner labor Act, all dis- 
courage employers from expanding 
or starting new businesses, limiting 
opportunities for profitable invest- 
ment of bank deposits, and handi- 
capping the creation of new jobs for 
the unemployed. 


Because of this, unemployment 


holds close 
to its all-time peak. 


Someone has to provide welfare and 
relief for the jobless and the gov- 
ernment has taken over the task. 
So on the one hand the government 
is discouraging employers, and on 
the other hand is spending billions 
of taxpayers* money to provide for 
the jobless. These billions have to 
be met by higher and higher taxes 
thus making existing employers 
poorer, throwing more men out of 
jobs and further discouraging new 
employers. 


"Drink, Eat, Be Merry 


Therefore, demand for money and 


the opportunities for profitable in- 
vestment of bank deposits are con- 
stantly becoming less-and-less. So 
banks have to cut their interest on 
deposits. This discourages people 
from building up reserves and en- 
courages them to spend their money 
on frills and 
wasteful 
luxuries. 


When these people lose their jobs 
or get into difficulties, they have to 
come to the government for help, 
thus adding

ex- 


penses, causing higher taxes, fur- 
ther 
discouraging employers and 


limiting opportunities 
for bank

I hold no brief for bankers. They 


have their faults just as you and 1. 
But let us be fair about this inter- 
est rate situation.

about twenty miles east of Hay- 
ward. Tracks of the car followed a 
trail into the woods and showed 
where at one ppint it had been 
mired. 


A cabin was nearby and the 


squad attempted to learn whether 
Olson might have hidden there. 
The possemen expressed uncer- 
tainty over whether the car had 
been driven into the woods before 
or after Olson shot Deputies Fred 
Scott and Carl Johnson to death 
in breaking for freedom. 


An area in the northeast section 


of the county, roughly 25 miles 
square, has been posted with posse- 
men. 
Numerous deserted shacks 


have been inspected to see wheth- 
er they have been used recently. 


Seehuetter and District Attorney 


Jay C. Davis went over the entire 
case yesterday, once more ques- 
tioning Olson's wife, Delores. and 
four Indians who were thought to 
know something of the 30-year-old 
killer's activities. 


Indians Detained 


Mrs. Olson has 
been detained 


since last Thursday on a charge of 
possessing stolen property. The In- 
dians also are being detained. 


The sheriff went home to rest 


yesterday, exhausted and near col- 
lapse after' seven days and nights 
in the rough, open country, most 
of them spent with a heavy ma- 
chine gun over his shoulder. 


Seehuetter, although stricken by 


fatigue, still wanted to remain with 
the posse and obtain justice for the 
deaths of Fred Scott 46, and Carl 
Johnson. 37, Hayward tavernkeep- 
ers shot down last Saturday when, 
as deputies, they went to arrest 
Olson on a charge of possessing 
stolen property. 


"I was there when all this start- 


ed." Seehuetter said, "and I want 
to be right up there when we catch 
up with him. I want to give him 
what he gave us." 


Olson twice has shot his way out 


of deputies traps, but has not been 
definitely seen since Monday, when 
he broke into a rural store and 
took some food.

Senator Bolens' Suggestion That 
State University Students Help 
Pay Their Way Blazes New Trail 


An analysis of the University of 


Wisconsin and its present day .fi- 
nances, as well as some thought as 
to the future support of the Uni- 
versity has been issued in pamphlet 
form by Senator Harry W. Bolcns, 
Port Washington Democrat. 


Purpose of the study is to bring 


to the attention of state officials 
and taxpayers the questions 
in- 


volved in state support of the uni- 
versity and whether or not there 
will be in the future any relief from 
this tax burden. 


Senator Bolens devotes the major 


part of the survey to'a presentation 
of facts about the university today, 
the number of students from Wis- 
consin as compared with those from 
out-of-state, tuition charged stu- 
dents compared with the tuition at 
other state institutions of higher 
learning, the number of taxpayers 
who are contributing to the support 
of the university and how much. 
The latter part is a list of sugges- 
tions for future policy. 


Of the greatest importance to the 


future of the university, declares 
Senator Bolens, is the fact that the 
university now more than ever 
before is competing with "three in- 
sistent, powerful, pressure groups 
with great, popular, 
urgent 
de- 


mands for appropriations" from the 
state, "three great in numbers, pow- 
erful, demanding competitors of 
higher education for 
appropria- 


tions." 


Seek State Help 


These three groups are 
those 


seeking direct relief by cash or 
projects, social security, and old 
age,pensions. He sees the taxpayer 
also faced with the burdens of ele- 
mentary education and all the oth- 
er state functions which demand 
more and more money, and from 
a practical political standpoint he 
asks whether the university 
can 


continue to demand such large sup- 
port from the taxpayer. 


Senator Bolens raises the ques- 


tion whether the 1,129,000 persons in 
Wisconsin who are employed should 
be liable to such a degree for the 
education of 9.685 Wisconsin youths 
at the university and especially for 
the education of 1.867 students from 
out of the state. He points out that 
these 9.685 youths represent only 
.87 or less than one per cent of 
those subjects to gainful employ- 
ment in the state, yet these em- 
ployables contribute to their sup- 
port at the university in sizeable 
amounts in order to give this min- 
ority group "special privileges, cul- 
ture, and a greater earning power 
throughout their entire lives." 


The average annual cost to the 


taxpayer of each of these Wiscon- 
sin' students at the university is 
$337.28, Mr. Bolens figures. Because 
of the fact that all non-resident stu- 
dents did not pay the full tuition, 
the cost to the taxpayer for each 
non-resident 
student 
was 
also 


$337.28 


Most startling suggestion in Bol- 


ens' pamphlet is that of "deferred 
tuition." a proposal that in the fu- 
ture students at the university pay. 
in addition to cash tuition, a sum 
equal to $250 for each year they 
spend at the university. 
Payment 


would be made by promisory note 
of $250 executed at the beginning 
of each school year, drawing inter- 
jest at 1 per cent per year from 
the time the student graduates un- 
til maturity, and six per cent there- 
after. Payment on the first year 
note would be due on or before 
nine years from the date of execu- 
tion. Other maturity periods would 
graduate from 
10 and 
one-half 


years on the second year note to 
1? years on the fourth year note. 


Approach Graduates 


Senator Bolens would also apply 


this proposal to students already

called "adiusted compensation." An 
organized approach would be made 
to the 25.000 graduates of the uni- 
versity to contribute $250 for each 
year they spent there "for an ad- 
justed compensation to the state

for the privileges conferred upon 
them by their Alma Mater." 


The senator figures thus a maxi- 


mum, return of 25 million dollars 
and sets the minimum return at 
five millions. "The approach is to 
a large, untapped reservoir of men 
and women loyal to the future of 
the university," he says. The pay- 
ment could be made in cash or on 
notes bearing one per cent interest 
for a period of ten years. 


Second most important sugges- 


tion is for the appointing of a new 
Governing Board of the university 
which would give the alumni some 
say in university affairs in view of 
the above contribution. 


The board suggested by Senator 


Bolens would consist of the chief 
justice of the state supreme court, 
a U. S. district judge, alternating 
between the western and eastern 
U. S. districts of Wisconsin for six 
year terms, a resident Wisconsin 
alumnus from among its graduate 
women, a resident Wisconsin alum- 
nus from among its graduate men, 
a circuit judge from Wisconsin for 
a six year term, the state superin- 
tendent of school, and three mem- 
bers appointed by the governor. 


The Board of Governors would 


have "the powers of the present 
board (of regents) with such added 
powers as will exalt it to one ol 
great dignity and 
effectiveness.' 


Senator Bolens- says. "With such 
a board the people would regain 
confidence in their state university 
and its graduates, would rise to 
the support of one of the best of 
state universities." 


Raise Tuition 


Senator Bolens also suggests a 


nominal increase in tuition at the 
university to bring it in line with 
other such institutions. 
He sug- 


gests raising the resident student 
fee to $90. This would increase the 
university 
income 
annually by 


$338,975. he claims. 
He sets the 


non-resident fee at £200. His sta- 
tistics 
show that at the present 


time Wisconsin's tuition is the low- 
est of any such institution in the 
country with the exception of two 
or three very small state-supported 
colleges. And the tendency else- 
where is to increase tuitions, he 
says. 


The stuoy raises some other in- 


teresting questions concerning the 
state university. For instance, he 
points out that of the 2.153 first 
year students who enroled at the 
university in 1933 only 1,479 were 
granted degrees in 1937, barely a 
50 per cent result.

The invest- 
ment bankers have been unable to 
do much capital financing in re- 
cent years, due to heavy costs of 
registration statements or restric- 
tions of the SEC, or due to the tim- 
idity of private capital. The cry of 
"lack 
of confidence" has 
been 


raised as the reason lor the stop- 
page of the capital flow. 


The new plan is designed to An- 


swer such arguments by giving'the 
investor a government guarantee. 
This also will 'cause the Interest 
rate to be lower than if the govern- 
ment did not stand back of the 
transaction. The president, in his 
public statement, makes it clear 
that the plan is to be operated so 
that it will be "In no way competi- 
tive with private enterprise." - 


This assurance is sincerely given 


at the top, but, in the actual con- 
summation of the plans, it usually 
goes into the discard.

Could be Help 


If congress likes the new lending 


plan, and there is no reason why 
some of it will not help to improve 
business, a provision could be in- 


serted that none of the fund,s can 
be used for public projects which 
compete with private enterprises, 
and that a special commission be 
created, subject to congressional 
check only, to which all disputes as 
to whether or not private enter- 
prise is adversely affected shall be 
submitted. 


In the case 
of railroad equip- 


ment loans, the government, of 
course, would be doing what was 
done m the time of the World war 
and immediately afterward; when 
the credit of . the railroads was 
impaired and equipment was sore- 
ly needed. The extension of loans 
to promote foreign 
trade is also 


an orthodox transaction, carried on 
to a smaller extent recently by the 
export-import bank. 
Ths whole plan would not in- 


crease the public debt unless some 
of the loans went sour. It is con- 
tender that the profit made by the 
interest charges would more than 
make up the losses. The answer, of 
course, would not be available for 
another ten years or so, as most of 
the loans would be long term, but 
in the meantime business would be 
stimulated.

to dance in, who have pinned white veils to 
other brides' hair; who have cradled other 
women's babies in their arms. Poor Miss 
Sally who has never had any life of her 
own. Not even any childhood, for when she 
was hardly more than a baby herself she 
was the Elder Daughter and set to minding 
the younger children, and nobody even 
thought how much she would like to play 
herself. 


She never had any girlhood, because even before she was through high 


school she had to go to work to help earn money to support the family. 
There were so many mouths to feed, so many backs to clothe. And the 
children wanted so many luxuries 
that the Elder Daughter had never 
had herself but that Mother depend- 
ed on her to get for the youngsters.

ROCK CALLED GRANITE 


Far down under the earth — in 


many ploccs, if not nil— there is 
extremely hot rock. It is so hot that 
it is molten. 


From time to time, the molten 


rock breaks through the crust of 
the earth, and overflows. Then we 
say we have s flow of "lava," an 
eruption of a -.olcano. 


Yesterday I told somethinc about 


the rocks mado when la"a hardens. 
Today I wish to tell of hard rock 
•which has been formed by lava un- 
der the enrth. I am thinking of 
granite 


Granite seems to have come 


from molten rock which rose some 
distance but could not get clear 
through the earth's crust. It found 
huge pockets between layers of 
other kinds of rock, and pushed 
into them with great power. Slow- 
ly but surely this lava (^metimes 
called "magma") hardened 
and 


formed granite 


Geologists tell 
us 
that vast 


amounts of granite were made mil- 
lions of years ago. They say there 
has been plenty of time for wind 
and rain and other forces of Na- 
ture to wear awav 
rook 
layers 


above the granite. That i? one wav 
they explain why we so often find- 
it at the surface of the earth. 


Another way to explain it is by 


the folding of layers of rock. For 
one reason or another, the sur- 
face of the earth rises and falls. 
Sometimes mighty layers of rock 
are pushed upward until they 
form mountains. 


Granite is a heavy stone. It 


weighs about 165 pounds to the 
cubic foot. This may be taken as 
an average. Different 
kinds of 


granite do not weigh quite t h e 
same. 


Granite is usually either light 


gray or dark gray. There are also 
manv beds of granite of pink or 
reddish color. Once in a great 
while it is greenish, and it may 
be nearly white. A salt-and-pepper 
appearance is common, a white 
background spotted with black. 


Among t h P important granite 


quarries on this continent are 
those in British Columbia, Quebec 
and 
Nova Scotia. 
Massachusetts, 


Vermont, California and 
North 


Carolina have large granite quar- 
ries, and Wisconsin is also a good 
granite state. 


Granite is a fine stone for build- 


ing. 
It is perhaps as close to a 


"rock of the r.ges'' as can be ob- 
tained. Public buildings and great 
bridges are likely to have granite 
blocks in them. An office buildins 
in Chicago has 
18 columns of 


highly-polished granite. Each col- 
umn weighs 31 tons. 


The olden Egyptians had a gran- 


ite quarry at Syene, not a great 
distance from the Nile, It is a 
•wonder how they were able to 
split up such a hard rock to make 
blocks and columns of even size. 
They even cut words in some of 
the granite columns.
